' for every additional ounce, or fraction of the 

ounce. 


As 5 ounces is the nearest integral of English 
weight to 12 Tolas, the maximum weight allowed 
for transmisston by Dawk, it 1s iudispensable that 
letters be not alloned to exceed that weight, to 
prevent the inconventence of their being refused 
at the Post Office. 

The option of pre-paying the British Postage is 
exclasavely, limited to Letters transmitted in the 
Mails sent via Southampton, and such letters must 
bear the following superscription for the guidance 
of the Post Office Receivers, viz. 


“BRITISH POSTAGE PRE-PAID, 
* Fra Southampton.” 


l.etters unt for places, within the United King« 
dom of Great Britain, or which may not require 
to pias theough the English Post Office, to their 
ulterior destinations, will, as heretofore, be subject 
to Foreign Steamer, or Red Sea Postage, precise- 
ly at the sume rates as those fixed for the levy of 
British pre-paid Postage. 

British and Foreign Steamer, or Med Sea 
Postages, are exclusive of the India ordinary 
Inland Postage. 

It is strongly recommended, both for the con- 
veurence of the individuals bringifig the letters, 
and of the Receivers at the Post Office, that 
Letiers intended to be pre-paid should be accom- 
panied by separate receipte, or be entered sepa- 
rately from other descriptions of letters in the 
Sender's Dawk Receipt Books.

Officers, Civil and Military, when ordered 
to proceetl down the River an Pathlic Service, on 
board a Pilot Vessel, are to notifs the same to the 
Master Attendant, or in his absence to his 
Asastant, who will select the vessel with re» 
ference to the exigencies of the Service, on which 
rtich Officer shalt embark. [un eases, where per- 
sons, wh ther Pubbie Office re, or Private Loadivi- 
dual are desirois of proceeding on board @ 
Pilot Vesse) for the benefit of then health, apple 
cition ts tub made a3 above stated, acc omnanied 
by a Medical Certificate, shewing cho ues essity for 
the Party to proceed to sea. when permis wil 
be gianted by tho Master Attendanr ¢i1 tie As 
sistant, to repair on bnard such vessel is imay be 
avilable. Indiy.duals again, both um the Sersica 
and out of it, who have oceasion to go on boaid 
a Pilot Vegsel for purposes unconnected with 
their duty or health, are to make application to 
the Sgpertntendent of Marine stating the pur- 
poses for which they desire the indulgence, and 
the tine for which they are likely to be on 
board. The Pilots are on no account whatever 
to receive on board as Paesengers, any Iudividuals 
who have not obtained the eariction above epec:fied. 

2nd. Individuals proceeding on board Pilot 
Vessels under any of the circumstances stated 
above, are entitled to occupy the larboard half of 
the after arcommodation, free of other charge 
than that of Mess or ‘able Money hereafter spe- 
cified. It must be wunderstaod that in all cases 
when in conformity with these orders the Jas 
board cabin has been assigned to any Lady 
or Gentleman, no one ean claim a ehare of 
such accommodation while the .party by whom 
W wae first, engaged remains on board, Other 
parties either ia or out of the Setvice, permitted 
to ga on board, een only have such atcommodaticn 
as tha. dittiag! odin -afforgs, yoless’ the Pilot 
inscharge shu Jef-giy ofighem havo the se of 
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his, the starboard cabin. It is to be optional 
with him to allow the occupation of it except as to 
Officers ordered on board on duty, to whom he 
must give up his or the starboard half of the 
accommodation if required; but he is on no 
account to demand a greater sum for this accom- 
modation than Eight Company’s Rupees per diem 
for the first fourteen days, and Six Rupees for 
every day after, whether it be given up volun- 
tarily or under orders.

2d. No bearing letter will be delivered to any 
party, whatever, without payment of the postage 
charged thereon, 


3d. The Peon, on reaching each house, will 
sound the bell, and deliver all paid and service 
letters as usual, and at the same time, demand 
ee for any bearing letter or letters he may 
101d. 

After the first sounding of the bell, the Peon 
may wait two or three minutes, when, if the postage 
of such bearing letter or letters is not given, he 
will sound the bell a second time, waiting as be- 
fore; at the expiration of the second two minutes, 
he will sound the bell for the third and last time, 
when, after two more minutes delay, if not paid, 
he will proceed to the next house, and return the 
unpaid letter to the Office.

1. The rules relative to the former, having also been made applicable, in every respect, to the 
latter, are aubjoined for the information and guidance of the Public, in general. ‘The scale of 
British Steam Postage, is, as follows, viz. 


On every letter not exceeding 4 an ounce in weight, ......8 As. or one Shilling. 

On ditto above 4 oz. aud not exceeding one ounce, ......1 R. or two ditto. 

On ditto above I oz. and not exceeding two ounces, .....2 Re. or four ditto. 

On ditto above 2 oz. and not exceeding three ounecs, ...3 Rs. or six ditto. 
avidso on, increasing One Rupee, or Two Shillings, for every additional ounce weight, or any fraction 
thereof. 


2, Prech weights not being generally available in this country, the following coins of the Hon’ble 


Company’s currency, are recommended az the best substitutes : 
In trea of 4 an ounce....secesseceeseee One Rupee and One Copper Pie. 


In lieu of On€ OUNCE rececscccseccesesees LWO Copper Ualf Anna Pieces (or Double Pice) and

3. Every person confining his English correspondence to the weight of the two former Coins,

5. Steam Postage on Letters for the United States or British Colonies in America, or the

whether sent by way of * Marseilles,” or via Southampton. 


6, The same rule applies equally to Letters for the United Kingdom, comprising England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Wales, and all the British Islands, despatched through ‘ Marseilles,” and also 
to those for the Continent of Europe, transmitted by way of * Southampton.” 


7, Letters fo: any Foreign country, directed to an Agent in England, will be received and 
disposed of, as if addressed to the United Kingdom. 


8. The optional pre-payment of Steamer Postage, applies only to Letters sent, by the “ South- 
ampton” Route, to places within the United Kingdom, and vice versa. 


9. The Term “ Paid (or Pre-paid,” which is synonymous) being the distinctive mark (jndica- 
tive of the wishes of Senders) and the only guide for the Post Office Receivers, all Letters for the 
United Kingdom via * Southampton,” which may be so marked, will, accordingly, be charged with 
Steamer Postage, and such as are not so superscribed, will be sent “ Bearing.”

Thousand Eight Hondred and Fifty-four, it was 
amongst other things enacted, that t would be 
lawful for the Governor Geueral of India tn 
Council, from tine to time, to make Articles of

In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall 
have been awarded by General Court Martial, for 
any offence against discipline for which sentence 
of Death is awardable under these Articles of War, 
the Commander in Chief may confirm such Sen- 
tence and cause it to be carried into effect, or 
may, instead of causing such Sentence to be 
carried into effect, order the offender, if an Officer, 
to be Transported for life, or to be dismissed, and 
if a Soldier to be Transported for life, or to be 
Imprisoned with or without Hard Labour either 
for life, or for a certain term of years, and with or 
without Solitary Confinement, to be regulated as 
aforesaid, as'to the Commander in Chief may'a¢ 
meet. oF 


In cases of Commissioned Officers Sprite 
Transportation, the Commander in Chief.q

And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of Transportation passed on a Soldier, 
to Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour, 
and with or withont Solitary Confinement to be 
regulated as aforesaid; and such Imprisonment 
may be either for the same period for which 
Transportation shall have been awarded, or fur 
any lesser period. 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of Corporal Punishment to Dismissal frgm 
the service; or, in the case of a Non-Commissioned 
Officer may mitigate such Sentence to reduction to 
the ranks; or in the case of a Non-Coimmissioned 
Officer or Soldier may commute such Sentence to 
Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and with or 
without Solitary Confinement (to be regulated as 
aforesaid,) for any period not exceeding two years, 
if the sentence shall exceed one hundred and fifty 
lushes; not exceeding one year if it shall exceed 
one hundred lashes ; and not exceeding six months 
if it shall be less than one hundred lashes ;—hut the 
term of such commuted Imprisonment may be for 
any lesser periods reapectively, at the discretion of 
the Commander in Chief. 


In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers Sen- 
tenced to be Dismissed froin the service, the Com- 
mander in Chief may, in heu of such punishment, 
direct that the offender be reduced to the ranks, 
or placed lower in the Jist of the rank which he 
holds. 


And in cases of offenders Sentenced to Impri- 
senment with Hard Lahour, the Commander tn 
Chief may mitigate such Sentence by causing the 
offender to be redt.ced to the ranks, in the ease of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer; or in the case of a 
Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier by direct- 
ing that he be dismissed from the service; or 
suffer Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be re- 
gulated as aforesaid), for any period not exceed- 
ing that tor which he shall have been Sentenced 
tu such Imprisonment with Hard Labour. 


ARIICLE 74, 


A District or Garmson Court Martial shall 
consist of not less than Seven Commissioned Ofh- 
cers, except im situations where that number can- 
not be conveniently assembled, when such Court 
may consist of not less than Acve Commissioned 
Officers. And such District or Garrison Court 
Martial may be composed of Officers of the same 
Hegiment, and shall be assembled in conformity 
with the orders of the Commander in Chief. 


And the Sentence of a District or Garrison 
Conrt Martial shall be confirmed by the Com- 
mander in Chief, or by some Olficer duly autho- 
rized to confirm the same. 


Commutation of Sentence. 


Aud the Commander in Chief is empowered to 
vemit or ‘mitigate or commute the Sentences of 
euch Courta Martial, in the same manner as the 
Sentences of General Courts Martial; and to 
delegate or withhold the power to Commanding 
Officers of convening such Courts Martial, and of 
confirming and remitting, mitigating or commut- 
di ig the Sentences of such Courts (not including 
Sorfritare of Pay or Pension or other udvantage,) as 
tié Coramander in Chief may deem to be most 
hay Dy leat. a * 
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the Commander in Chief; and all forfeitures of 
any present or prospective advantage shall be re- 
storable by the same authority. 


Powers of a District or Garrison Court Martial. 
*ArricLe 75. 

A Distrift or Garrison Court Martial may Sen- 
tence any Non-Commissioned Officer to be reduc- 
ed to the ranks,—-or may Sentence anv Non-Com- 
missioned Officer or Soldier to be dismissed from 
the Service; or to be placed lower in the list of 
the rank which he holds; or may Seutence any 
Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceed- 
ing ove hundred and fifty lashes; ov Imprisonment 
with or without Hard Labour not exceeding One 
Year, and to be keptin Solitary Confinemeut to 
be regulated as aforepaid, 


And such Court Martial may, in addition either 
to Corporal Punishment or to Imprisonment as 
aforesaid, Sentence a Soldier to forfeiture of all 
advantage as to additional Pay, avd to Pension 
on Discharge, which might have otherwise accru- 
ed from the length or nature of his former service, 
or to forfeiture of such advantage absolutely, 
whether it might have accrued from past service, 
or might accrue from future service, according to 
the nature of the case, for disg: aceful conduct, 


And such Court Martial may, iu addition to 
the punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time 
of tis discharge, or such proportion thereof as 
may be requied to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct; and in addition ta 
any punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned Offi- 
cer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not ex- 
ceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 


Anrticte 76. 


A Regimental Court Martial shall consist of 
not less than Five Commissioned Officers, (unless 
it be found impracticable to assemble that num- 
ber, when Zhree may be sufficient:) and shall be 
assembled by order of the Officer Commanding 
the Regiment. And no Sentence of a Regimen« 
tal Court Martial shall be of force until the Com- 
manding Officer shall have confirmed the same. 
Provided that such Commanding Officer shall 
have power to remit all Sentences whatever passed 
by such Court, and thereupon to cause the offen- 
der to be released and to return to his duty. 


Commutation of Seatence. 


And such Commanding Officer ehall have power 
to mitigate all Sentences whatever passed by 
such Court; and to commute a Sentence of 
Corporal Punishment to Imprigonment without 
Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary Con- 
finement, to be regulated as aforesaid, for any 
period for which such Court is competent to Sen- 
tence an offender to suffer Imprisonment and in 
the same manner; aud to mitigate a Sentence of 
Dismissal in the case of a Non-Commissioned Offi- 
cer, to Reduction to the Ranks ;-—and to commute 
a Sentence of Lmprisonment with Hard Labvur, or 
with Solitary Confinement, ag, both, to Dismissal ; 
or to mitigate auch Sentence to Reduction to the 
hanks; or to Imprisonment without Hard Labour. 

Bat oo Sentence of Corporal Punishment, or of 
‘ : parsed by a Re- 
gisnenth! Court Martial aad confirmed in full by 
sack Sanieanditg Dior, arcconfirmed and mitt 


gated: by him; and no Sentence of Dismissal con- 
firmed, and no commutation of Dismissal for Im- 
pusonment made as aforesaid, by such Command- 
ing Officer; shall be carried into effect, with- 
out the sanction and authority of the Officer 
Commanding the Division or Field Force or 
District or Brigade, (being the Senior Officer 
on the spot) in which the Regiment may be 
serving; who is hereby empowered to cause such 
sentence to be inflicted in accordance with the 
confirmation thereof im fall or in mitigated degree 
by the Officer Commanding the Regiment, or 
such Dismissal to be carried into effect, er to 
direct the release of the oflender and his return to 
duty as he may deem eapedieut, 


Provided that im detached situations, or when 
on gersice in the field, the Offieer Commanding 
the Regiment shall have power to calry into 
effect any Sentence of a Reaimeutil Court Mar- 
tial, in cases where an immediate example is 
necessary and reference cannot be had to superior 
authority without detriment to the service. 


Powers of a Regimental Court Martial. 


*Aniicir 77, 


A Regimental Court Martial may sentence any 
Non-Commuissioned Officer to be reduced to the 
ranks;——or may sentence anv Non-Comiussioned 
Officer or Soldier to be dismissed from the service; 
—or to be placed lower in the fist of the rank 
which he holds—or may Sentence any Soldier to 
suffer Corporal Punishinent not exeeedine ene 
hundred lashes; or Imprisonment, with or without 
hard Jabour, for any pened not exceeding ser 
calendar months; and to be kept im solitary con- 
finement to be regulated as aforesaid. 


Any such Court Martial may, in addition to 
the punshment of disminsal Sentence any Nou- 
Jommissioned Ofheer or Soldrter to forfeit bis are 
rears of Pay and Allowances due at the time of his 
discharge, or such proportion thereof as may be 
required to make good any Josa or dimige arising 
out of his misconduct; andin addition to any 
punishment not involving dismissal from the ser- 
vice, wiay Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppiges net 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 


ARnriIcLe 78. 


An Officer Commanding any Detachment of his 
own Regiment, may assemble Regimental Detach- 
ment Courts Marttal ;—and an Officer Command- 
ing a Detachment consisting of men of different 
Corps, may assemble Detachment or Line Courts 
Martial ;—and all such Courts shall be constitut- 
ed in the same manner as Regimental Courts 
Martial under the provisions of these Articles of 
War, and shall have the hke powers. 


And the provisions of these Articles of War re- 
Jating to Courts Martial heldin Regiments, shall 
be taken to apply to Courts Martial held in De- 
tachments, in all practicable cases. 


Provided that no Officer on detached Command 
wf less than four ‘l'roops or Companies, or of De- 
‘ttachments numerically equal to four Troops or 
Companies, ehfll carry into effect any punishment 
awarded by a Coust Martial held by his order, 
watil tle Sevtence shall have been confirmed by 
‘the Officer Commanding the Regiment to Mhich 
the offender belongs, or by the nearest superior 
‘Officer holding «a Command of not Jess than 2 
Regiment ;—(who ‘is hereby authorized to confirm 
the same, in like manner, as‘an Officer Command- 
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ing a Regiment is empowered to do, and with the 
same restrictions ;—Except in cases where an tm- 
mediate erample is necessary and reference cannot 
be made to such Commanding or Superior Officer 
without detriment to the Service. 


Articirt 79. 


At all Courts Martial, it shall be competent to 
the Officer convening the Court to instruct the 
fourt, that, should the Prisoner be found guilty, 
aul Imprisonment form a pait of the Sentence, 
no poruon of the Imprisonment should be Solt- 
tity;—or, should Corporal Punishment be award 
able to the offender, that if shall not be awarded 
in the particular case; and the Court will govern 
itself accordingly. 


Laccution of Sentences of Courts Martial. 


Anticice 80. 


In every sentenre of death awarded by a Gene-~ 
ral Court Martial, the Court shall specify that the 
offender shall *suth i death by being hanged by 
the neck until he be dead,” er “by being shot to 
death,” as the Court in their diseretion shall deem 
expedient; and such sentence if confirmed, shall 
be catuicd into cflect accotdingly. 


Antricnn 81. 


Whenever the scntence of a General Court 
Martial shill adjudge transportation, or sentence 
of death shall be commuted by competent autho~ 
rity to transpottation, any of the Sudder Courts 
shill give effect to such sentence or commuted 
sentence, on the same bemeg certified to the Court 
under the authority of the Commander in Chief. 


And whenever any sentence of a Court Martial 
shall adjudge imprisonment with labour, or with 
solitaty coufinement, or both, or whenever the 
sentence of a Court Martial shall be commuted to 
any such imprisonment, it shall be the duty of 
every Judge, Magistrate, Sheriff, or other Officer 
in charge of a Jail, to give effect to such sentence, 
on the offender beimg delivered into his custody, 
and on being furnished with a copy of the sen- 
tence by the Officer Commanding the Division, 
Field Foree, Distiict or Brigade, within which the 
trial 1s held. 

ArticrE 82. 


Whenever any Soldier shall be sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life, or a sentence of death shall be 
commuted to imprisonment for life, at shall be 
lawful for the Commander in Chief to order such 
offender to be transported beyond sea for life, 
unless there should be special reasons inducing 
the Commander in Chief to think such prisoner 
not a proper subject for transportation, 


ARTICLE 83. 


Persons sentenced to imprisonment by Courts 
Martial shall be imprigoned in any public prison 
or in any other fit place which the Commande? in 
Chief shall from time to time direct. 


ANnricLe 84. . 


Every Suldier sentenced to imprisonment with 
hard labour, shall previous to undergoing such 
punishment be struck of the strength of hid Oorpe 
from the date of confirmation of such serteseéds 
and no Soldier who has undergone such punish» 
ment for anygperio’ shall be capable of bemg.ge- 
admitted in the ranks, or of receiving panpiowt ,en 
discharge. 

ARTICLE 85, 


Offenders sentenced to dismissal for dingrinefal 
conduct ; ° 


And offenders subject to Corporal Punishment 
or to imprisonment with hard labour for disgraceful 
conduct shall, on any such sentence being confirm- 
ed, be dismissed with ignominy. 


Articte 8&6. 


In every case wherein a fine or stoppages shall 
be adjudged by a Court Mattial, any arrears of 
pay or public money due to the offender, shall be 
available under an order from the Commander in 
Chief, for the payment of the amount so adjudged. 


And no Soldier sentenced to pay a fine or to 
stoppages to make goad any loss or damage arising 
out of his tnisconduct, shall he continued under 
forfeiture or stoppages under any one such sen- 
tence for anv period exceeding one year; and no 
Soldier shall be at any one time placed under for- 
feiture or stoppages execeding in the whole the 
amount of half of his Pay and Allowances, nor be 
liable to be put under stoppages prospectively 
while actually under stoppages to the amount of 
half of his Pay and Allowances. 


Forms of Proceeding. 


ARTICLE 87. 


Trials by Courts Martial may be carried on 
between the hours of six in the morning and four 
in the afternoon, and not otherwise, except in 
cases which may require an immediate example. 


* 
ArTvICLE 88. 


At General Courts Martial a Judge Advocate, 
or an European Officer of not less than ten years 
service, shall be appointed to conduct the pro- 
ceedings. 


At ali Courts Martial infertur to General, an 
European Officer of nof less than four years 
standing in the service, except in eases where no 
Officer of that standing may be avaiable, or the 
Adjutant of the Regiment, shall be appointed to 
conduct the proceedings. 


ArricLe 8&9, 


An Interpreter shall be appointed to all Courts 
Martial; and any Interpreter available at the 
Station where the Court Martial may sit shall be 
appointed as occasion may require by the Officer 
Commanding at such Station, on application from 
the Judge Advocate or Superintending Officer at 
such Court Martial. But in situations where the 
services of an Interpreter aré not available, the 
Superintending Officer at the Court Martial shall 
perform the duty of Interpreter. 


ArTICLE 90, 


At all Courts Martial the Senior Officer shall 
sit as President without being so appointed by 
Warrant. Provided that all Subadar Majors are 
to take precedence according to the dates of their 
Commissions, and above all Native Officers hold- 
ing the rank of Subadar or Jemadar; and that 
Sirdar Bahadoors and Bahadoors shall rank only 
according to their respective Commissions of Su- 
badar Major Subadar, or Jemadar. Rissaldars 
will take rank with Subadars, and Naib Rissaldars 
with Jemadars, according to the dates of their res- 
pective Commissions. 


' fn tase of the death or unavoidable absence of 
the ‘President, the next Senior Member shall take 
‘the place’ of President, and the trial shall proceed, 
ahora that the Court shall still consist of at 
ast the number of Members of which such Court 
\spalivepted te cansist by these Articles of War, 


Articie 91. 


No Finding or Sentence of a Court Martial 
shall be revieed more than once, and no Evidence 
shal] be received on such revision. For the pur- 

ose of such revision the President and all the 
embers shall be convened if possible. Bat if 
any of them should be unavoidably absent, the re- 
maining Members may proceed with such revision, 
provided they are not fewer than the smallest num- 
ber directed in these Articles respectively. When 
all the same Members do not meet, the cireum- 
stances are to be duly certified on the face of 
the proceedings. 


Maaner of Voting. 
AnitcLe 92, 

All the Members of a Court Martial are to 
preserve order, and in giving their votes upon all 
matters are to begin with the youngest; and in all 
cases where a sentence of death may not be award- 
ed, the decision shall be by the majority of Mem- 
bers present, provided the number of Members 
presep® be not less than that required by the 
preceding Articles; but in case of an equality of 
votes, the decision shall be in favor of the pri- 
soner, the President at a Court Martial shall vote 
with the other Member, but shall have no casting 
vote. Provided, that im cases of an equality of 
votes upon other questions than the finding and 
the sentence, the President shall have a casting 
vote, 


Arricin 93. 


No sentence of death shall be given against any 
offender by a Court Martial, unless two-thirds of 
the Members present concur therein, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five 
where the Court consists of seven. 


Affirmations. 


AnticLtn 94. 


On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Jodge 
Advocate or Supermtending European Officer 
shall administer to the Interpreter the following 
Solemn Affirmation: 


«7, A. B, solemnly affirm in the presence of 
«“ Almighty God, that [| will faithfully interpret 
‘ and translate the proceedings of the Coutt, and 
‘that ] will not divulge the sentence until it shall 
‘have been published by authority; and further, 
‘that TF will not disclose or discover the vote or 
‘opinion of any particular Member of the Court, 
‘ unless required to give evidence thereof by a 
“Court of Justice or Court Martial, in due 
* course of Law.” 


In ease of the unavoidable absence of an Inter- 
preter, the lcuropean Superintending Officer of a 
Court Martial inferior to General, shall make the 
Solemn Affirmation prescribed for the Interpreter. 


The Judge Advocate or Superintending Officer 
shall then cause the following Solemn Affirmation 
to be made by each Member : 


«J, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence of 
‘“ Almighty God, that I will duly administer 
“ justice according to the Articles of War, with- 
“out partiality, favour or affection, and, if any 
“doubt shall arise, then, accorfing to my con- 
‘science, the best of my uttderstanding, and the 
‘custom of War in the like eases, and that I will 
Ws a divulge the sentence of the Court until it 
“shall be published by authority; and further, 
“that I will not disclose or discover the vote or 
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“opinion of any particular Member of the Court, 


‘unless required to give evidence thereof by a 
“ Court of Justice or a Court Martial in duc 
“ course of Law.” 


The following Solemn Affirmation shall then be 
administered by the Interpreter to the Judge Advo- 
cate or Superintending Officer : 


“f, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence 
“of Almighty God, that I will not upon any 
“ account whatsoever discluse or discover the vote 
“or opinion of any particular Member of the 
“ Court Martial, unless required to give evidence 
“ thereof asa witness by a Court of Justice, or a 
‘Court Martial m due course of Jaw, and that I 
* will not, unless if be necessary for the due dir- 
“ charge of my official duties disclose the sentence 
“of the Court, until it shall be published by 
6 authority.” 


Provided, that it shall be necessary to re-admi- 
nister these Solemn Afhrmations on the come 
mencement of fresh trials before the sane Court. 


AnTiciL 95. 

All persons who give evidence at a Coury Mar- 
tia] are to be examined on Oath according to the 
forms of their respective religions or on attiima- 
tion—and persons of the ITindoo or Muahomedan 
persuasion shall make Affirmation to the following 
effect: 


“ T solemnly affirm, in the preseuce of Almigh- 
“ty God, that what I shall state shall be the 
“truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
* truth.” 


And if any person making such affirmation as 
aforesaid, shall walfuily and falsely state any 
matter or thing which if the same had been 
sworn would have amounted to perjury, every such 
offender thall be subject to the same punshment 
to which persons convicted of perjury are subject. 


Summoning Witnesses not amenable to these Ar ticls. 
ARTICLE 96, 

In all cases where persons required as wit- 
nesses before a Court Martial, may not be 
amenable to Military Law, the Judge Advocate 
or Commanding Officer shall transmit to the 
Magistrate within whose jJuniodiction the witness 
may reside, his summons fur the attendance of 
such person, and the Magistrate shall cause the 
witness to be duly surnmouved. 


Powers and Duties of Provost Marshal. 


AnticuE 97, 


For the prompt and instant repression of all 
irregularities and crimes which may be committed 
by ‘lroops in the Field and on the Line of March, 
Provosts Marshal shall be appointed by the Com- 
mander in Chief, and their Powers ahall be rogu- 
lated according to the establishad Usages of War and 
Rules of the Service; their duties are to tuke charge 
of Prigoners confined for offenges of a general des- 
cription ; to preserve good Order and Discipline ; to 
prevent Breaches of both, by Soldiers and Followers 
ofthe Army, and to punish on the spot, on the same 
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if the Provost Marshal or his Aesistants should 
not see the offender actually commit the crime, 
but that sufficient proof can be established of the 
offender's guilt, a Report shall be made to the 
Commander of the Army in the [icld, who is 
hereby empowered to deal with the case as he 
may deem most conducive to maintenance of good 
Order and Military Discipline. The daties of 
Provests Marshal being limited to the punishment 
of offenders whom they may detect in the actual 
commission of any crime, the General Command- 
ing the Forces in the Field will cause them to 
exercise the powers entrusted to them in such 
inauner and under such circumstances as he may 
consider best calculated to prevent and instantly 
to repress crimes injurious to the Discipline of the 
ast India Company’s Army and the Public Ser- 
vice. 


Liials by European Courts Martial. 


ARTICLY 98, 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been aurhonzed to claim to be tried 
ly kuropean Courts Martial, every person amen- 
able to these Articles of War, and who may be 
uuder orders for tral by a Court Martial, shall 
have the right to claun to be tried by European 
Officers; and should he make such clam, the 
Court, shether Geueral or District or Regimen- 
tal, shall be composed of European Commis~ 
sloned Orhcers, and the number of Members and 
the proceedings shall be governed in all respects 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall be competent to the Governor Ge- 
neal of India in Council by a General Order to 
authorize the Native Troops of any of the Pre- 
sidencies to claim to be tried in hike magner by 
Luropean Courts Mattias.

ARTICLE 101. 


The Effects of Deserters are to be publicly sold, 
and the proceeds after payment of Regimental 
Debts, remitted by the Officer Commanding the 
Corps to which the Deserter belongs, to the Ge- 
neral ‘feasury at the Presidency.

Wuerras by an Act passed in the third and 
fourth years of the reign of His Majesty King 
Wilham the Fourth, intituled an Act for effecting 
an arrangement with the Kast India Company and 
for the better government of Hits Viajesty’s Lndian 
Territories till the Vhirtveth day of April, One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty-four, it was 
amongst other things enacted, that it would be 
lawful for the Governor General of India in 
Council, from time to time, to make Articles of 
War for the government of the Native Officers and 
Soldiers in the Military Service of the Company, 
and for the admnnistration of justice by Courts 
Martial to be holden on such Officers and Soldiers, 
and such Articles of War from time to time to 
repeal or vary and anend, and that such Articles

An Interpreter shall be appointed to all Courts 
Martial; and any Interpreter available at the 
Station where the Court Martial may sit shall be 
appointed as occasion may require by the Officer 
Commanding at such Station, on application from 
the Judge Advocate or Superintending Officer at 
such Court Martial.

No Finding or Sentence of a Court Martial 
shall be revised more than once, and no Evidence 
shall be received on such revision. Tor the pur- 

ose of such revision the President and all the 
Membere shall be convened if possible. But if 
any of them should be unavoidably absent, the re- 
maifliing Members may proceed with such revision, 
provided they are not fewer than the smallest num- 
ber directed in these Articles respectively. When 
all the same Members do not meet, the circum- 
stances are to be duly certified on the face of 
the proceedings. 


Manner of Voting. 


ARTICLE 92. 


All the Members of a Court Martial are to 
preserve order, and in gising their votes upon all 
matters are to begin with the youngest ; and in all 
cases where a sentence of death may not be award- 
ed, the decision shall be by the majority of Mem- 
beis present, provided the number of Members 
present be not less than that required by the 
preceding Articles; but in case of an equality of 
votes, the decision shall be in favor of the pri- 
soner; the President at a Court Martial shall vote 
with the other Member, but shall have no casting 
Provided, that in cases of an equality of 
votes upon other questions than the finding and 
the sentence, the President shall have a casting 
vote. 


ArTICLE 93. 


No sentence of death shali be given against any 
offender by a Court Martial, unless two-thirds of 
the Members present concur therein, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five 
where the Court consists of seven.

ARTICLE 94. 


On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending European Officer 
shall administer to the Interpreter the following 
Solemn Affirmation:

Powers and Duties of Provost Marshal. 


ARTICLE 97. 


For the prompt and instant repression of all 
jtregularities and crimes which may be committed 
by ‘Troops in the Field and on the Line of March, 
Srortsie Marshal shall be appointed by the Com- 
snander in Chief, and their Powers shall be regu- 
lated according ‘to the established Usages of War and 
Roles of the Service; their duties are to take charge

the Army, and to punish on the spot, on the same 
oy ‘those, whom they may find in the immediate 
ce" Of committing Breaches of good Order and 
Wihlitary Discipline; Provided, that the punish- 
tient be dimited to the nee of the case, and 
ghalf acgord with the orders which the Provosts 
tiny from "time to time receive from the Comman- 
der of the Forces in the Field, and whatever nay 
be the crime, the Provost Marshal or his Assis- 
tind'rebalidew the: offender: vonmit the act, Tor 
which eusmery punishment. may be iificted, or 


ifthe Provost Marshal or hie Assistants should 
not see the offender actually commit the crime, 
but that sufficient proof can be established of the 
offender's guilt, a Report shall be made to the 
Commander of the Army in the Field, who is 
hereby empowered to deal with the case as he 
may deem most conducive to maintenance of good 
Order and Military Discipline. The duties of 
Provests Marshal being jimited to the punishment 
of offenders whom they may detect in the actual 
commission of any crime, the General Command- 
ing the Forees inthe Jield will cause them to 
exercise the powers entrusted to them in such 
manner and under such circumstances as he may 
consider best calculated to prevent aud instantly 
to repress crimes injurious to the Discipline of the 
East India Company’s Army and the Public Ser- 
vice, 


Trials by European Courts Martial. 


ARTICLE 938. 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been anthorized to claim to be tried 
by European Courts Martial, every person amen- 
able to these Aiticles of War, and who may be 
under orders fur tiusl by a Court Martial, shall 
have the rn ht to clam to be tried by European 
Offieers: and sheuld he make such claim, the 
Court, whether: General or District or Regimens 
tal, shall be composed of J'uropean Commis- 
sioned Officers, and the number of Members and 
the proceedings shall he governed in all respects 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall he competent to the Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Couned by a General Order to 
authorize the Native Troops of any of ths Pre- 
aidencii's to claim to be tried in like manner by 
Kuropean Courts Acai tial. 


SECTION IV. 





Lffects of the Dead. 





*ARTICLE 99, 


When any Officer or Soldier, or any person 
receiving public pay drawn by any Officer in 
charge of a Public Department belonging to 
the Army, may die, or be killed in the service, the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Party, 
or Officer in charge of the Department, shall, if 
no Heir or Executor be present, secure hia, 
[-ffecte, and direct an inventory thereof to be 
taken, a duplicate of which is to be lodged in the’ 
office of the Adjutant, or Officer in charge of the 
Department. 

*ARTICLE 100. 


If there be no Heir or Executor on the spot, 
the Effects are to be publicly sold; the Commands 
ing Officer of the Regiment, or Party, or Officer 
in charge of the Department, after discharging 
the debts of the deceased, vizt. the expense of, 
Funeral Ceremonies, his Debts in Camp or Quare 
tere, and Regiment!
